The ‘‘All Farm Products’’ index 
of prices received by North Carolina 
farmers at local markets increased 
23 points during the month ended 
September 15. The September 15

295 on July 15 and 300 on June 15. 

The grains commodity index at 
201 was 7 points above the August 
15, index as the result of higher prices 
for all grains making up the imdex.

TAXES LEVIED ON FARM REAL 
ESTATE HIGHER IN 1951 


Taxes levied on farm real estate 
by State and local governments jn- 
creased again in 1951. These taxes 
are payable largely in 1952. This is 
the seventh increase since almost the 
end of World War ll, and it brought 
farm real estate taxes to a record 
peak in the U. S. In 195] levies 
totaled about $775 million compared 
with $735 million in 1950 and $699 
million in 1949. For some years 
before and during World War 11 they 
flucturated around $400 million. 

When averaged on a per acre 
basis, for the country as a whole taxes 
levied in 1951 amounted to $0.68. For 
1950, the average was $0.64 and fo1 
1949 it was $0.61. The index of 
taxes per acre reached an all-time 
high of 327(1909-13-100) in 1951. 
In 1950 it stood 311 and in 1949 at 
at 296. ' When related to full value, the 
1951 levies amounted to $0.98 per 
$100. This is less than the 1950 
figure of $1.01 and considerably lower 


than the 1949 average of $1.10.

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U. S. PRICES RECEIVED DOWN 2% 
PARITY RATIO AT 101 


The Index of Prices Received by 
Farmers declined 7 points (2 percent) 
and the Index of Prices Paid by Farm- 
ers, including Interest, Taxes, . and 
Wage Rates declined 3 points (1 per- 
cent) during the month ended Septem- 
ber 15, 1952. As a result the Parity 
Ratio (Ratio of the Index of Prices 
Received by Farmers to Index of Prices 
Paid by Farmers, :including Interest, 
Taxes, and Wage Rates) declined from 
103 to 101. 

The drop in the Index of Prices 
Received by Farmers resulted primarily 
from lower prices for meat animals, 
commercial truck crops, potatoes, and 
deciduous fruits, which were offset 
only partially by increases in prices of

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CASH FARM RECEIPTS UP 16% 

Cash receipts from farm market- 
ings by North Carolina farmers totaled 
$947,296,000 in 1951. This was 
$130,773,000 or 16.0 percent above 
1950 cash receipts of $816,523,000. 

Receipts from marketings of live- 
stock and livestock products in 1951 
totaled $195,458,000 -- an increase of 
22 percent over receipts in 1950. 
Income trom crop sales totaled $751,- 
838,000 -- an increase of about 15 per 
cent over returns in 1950. 

In 1951 North Carolina ranked 27th 
among all States in cash receipts 
from marketings of livestock and 
livestock products compared with 
28th in 1950, 29th in 1949 and 30th 
in 1948. The Tar Heel State ranked 
4th in cash receipts from crops the

FEED PRICES INCREASE 

Mixed dairy and grain by-products feeds purchased by 
North Carolina farmers increased during the month ended 
September 15. High protein feeds were unchanged from a 
month earlier (See table at left). Mixed dairy feeds increas- 
ed from five to ten cents per hundred pounds depending on 
the protein content. 

Bran and middlings increased five and fifteen cents 
respectively. Laying mash increased 10 cents per hundred 


while ‘scratch grain prices were unchanged. *

dairy products, cotton, wheat, and eggs. 

The decline in the Index of Prices Paid, Interest, Taxes, 
and Wage Rates resulted mainly from lower prices for feede 
livestock, vegetables and meat, which over-shadowed in- 
creases in prices of most feeds and of household fumishings.

decreased one point due to lower prices for cotton. 

The meat animals commodity index decreased 20 points 
due to lower prices for hogs, beef,cattle and veal calves. 
Prices received for sheep and lambs were unchanged from 
a month earlier. 

The poultry index increased 12 points as the result of 
higher prices for both chickens and eggs. 

The dairy products index increased 4 points due to 
higher prices for wholesale and retail milk. Butter at 57 
cents per pound and butterfat at 60 cents per pound were 
unchanged from a month earlier. 

The miscellaneous products index decreased 5 points 
due to lower prices for cowpeas, wool, sweetpotatoes and 
and commercial apples. 

The ratio of prices received by North Carolina farmers 


to prices paid by U. S. farmers increased 7 points during . 


the month. Prices received by N. C. farmers increased while 
prices paid by U. S. farmers decreased. 


FOOD PRICES HIGHER 


Prices paid by North Carolina farmers for most food 
items were higher on June 15, 1952 than on March 15, 1952. 
(See table above). 

Items increasing in price during the above period were 
sugar, com meal, rolled oats, mice, bacon, round steak, 
oranges and apples. Bread, American cheese, coffee and 
tea were unchanged in price. Flour, lard, butter and ba- 
nanas were lower in price on June 15, 1952 than on March 
IS, 19 a2e 

The trend in prices paid by U. S. farmers for food was 
similar to that of North Carolina.

AUGUST CATTLE SLAUGHTER HIGHEST SINCE OCTOBER 1951 


North Carolina’s commercial sl augh- 
tering plants butchered a total of 19,- 


646,000 pounds liveweight of meat ani- 


mals during the month of ‘August. This 
was an increase of 2 percent from July 
slaughter with practically all of this 
gain being in beef animals. The total 
liveweight of cattle slaughtered was 12 
percent greater than a month ago and 4 
percent above cattle slaughtered in 
August a year ago. Calves slaughtered 
totaled 835,000 pounds liveweight or 


about 4 percent above a month ago and 
6 percent greater than in ‘August of 
last year. The slaughter of hogs show- 
ed a drop of about 2 percent from last 
month, a continuation of the current 
seasonal decline, but still retained 
the record high level established this 
year. 

A total of 71,200 head of meat ani- 
mals were slaughtered during August 
compared with 69,200 during July and 
61,800 during August a year ago.
